At a meeting June, 3, 1944, 
Admiral Ramsay said, Gen. Eisen- 
hower decided to give the go- 
ahead to the invasion but early 
next morning it was decided that 
conditions the following day 
(June 5 — the original D-Day) 
would not be acceptable and a 
24-hour postponment was ordered. 

“By this time all of force “U” 
from Devonshire and a portion of 
force “O” from Portland (both 
American) were at sea, and ships 
and craft had to reverse their 
course and return to harbor,” the 
report said. 


But force U-2, a slow assault 
convoy composed of 125 LCT 
(landing craft, tanks) with their 


escort, failed to receive the signal 


ordering the postponment The 
force was 25 miles at sea, steering 
south to Normandy 


“TWO DESTROYERS and a

Professional Mayors 


One of the worst things that can happen 
to a city of Edmonton's size and Edmonton's 
position is to fall under the domination of a 
professional mayor, that is to say, under the 
perpetual influence of a man, however 
excellent in the beginning, who sought to 
make the chief magistracy of a city his life 
career. 

That is why Edmonton citizens will do 
well to reject, on November 5, the proposal 
for a two-year mayoralty term. Anything 
that tends to prolong the mayoralty term 
must tend to professionalize the chief 
magistracy. 

Alberta cities have had some experience 
that emphasizes this fact. When, term after 
term the same man is returned to office, the 
result is that the public lose interest in civic 
affairs and the mayor's leadership tends to | 
become ineffective and mechanical. 


A city is not an industry engaged in the 
production of things, It is a living organism 
existing for the welfare and happiness of peo- 
ple. Thus, two or three years in the mayor's 
chair should be the ambition of capable and | 
energetic young men who have an inspira- 
tional force to offer to the community. The 
mayoralty needs such energy and enthus- 
jasm. 

This energy and enthusiasm and fresh 
viewpoints are of far more value to thé office 
than administrative experience. For admin- 
istrative experience in abundance is provided 
by the appointed city commissioners, who 
have acquired a technique for carrying out 
the policies of the majority of the electors in 
an efficient and economical way. 

What is required more than anything else | 


in the mayor's office is vigor and progressive | 
ideas. These are more likely to be secured 
| 
| 


if the mayor must be elected—or re-elected— | 
every year. 

Anything that tends to get away from 
this principle and to discourage zealous | 
young men from contesting the office, such 
as an extension of the term, is dangerously 
likely to promote dead and stereotyped 
civic policy that halts progress and retards | 
civic growth. 


A “Poor” Year, But— 


On Tuesday the mercury at Halifax 
climbed to 71 degrees, and broke a 42 year 
old record; at Montreal the thermometers 
registered 70 degrees, higher than it had 
reached on the corresponding date for 73 
years; across the prairies temperature var- 
ied from 15 to 20 degrees higher than normal 
for the time of year; on the Pacific coast 
mild weather prevailed. 


In the Maritimes, where excessive rain- 
fall delayed seeding last spring, forests were | 
burning end light and power plants were 
going out of business as turbines stopped | 
revolving for lack of water. In the western 
provinces, where heavy rain followed dry 
weather in the growing season, farmers were 
harvesting crops which had been ready for | 
cutting six weeks ago. In the coastal area, 
where people were ordered to stop using the 
hose on their gardens in July and August, | 
fog and rain made up the order of the day. | 

Perhaps there have been years when 
summer brought as variable and untimely 
weather in sections of Canada, but it may be 
doubted that there has been a season when 
right across the Dominion conditions were 
80 persistently perverse as this year. 

Still, official reports say Canada will be 
able to ship Britain the promised 160,000,000 
bushels of wheat and enormous supplies of 
bacon, beef, poultry and dairy products, It | 
takes a “bad” year to show how good a| 
country Canada is. In a good year farm 
production is so enormous that the figures 
are beyond actual comprehension; they are 
only symbols of unrealizeable vastness—like 
the “millions of light-years” which the 
astronomers talk about. 

In many countries people fare worse 
good year than Canadians do in a poor

New Research Policy? 


The annolncement in Edmonton by the 
minister of national health and welfare that 
@ research laboratory, now operating in 
Kamloops, will be moved to this city and 
operated in conjunction with the Dr. Charles 
Camsel! Hospital is important in itself, par- 
ticularly since the research facilities ir Kam 
loops are to be devoted to othe: 
and not closed out. 

But the significance of the announcement 
goes beyond the extension of this com 
munity’s importance in scientific advance 
ment. For it indicates, not merely @ com 
pliment to the status of the Edmuontor 
institution, but an entirely new attitude on 
the part of Ottawa to the whole problem o! 
iesearch. 

Before the last great war, the govern 


purposes, 


ment’s position in regard to research was 
almost entirely academic except in agricul- 
tural matters. That is to say, the National 
Research Council was interested primarily in 
scientific scholarship and only secondary in 
the practical aspects of research. 


That position appears to have changed 
radically. And the present research policy 
of Canada seems to be concerning itself in a 
vital way, not only with the acquisition of 
new scientific knowledge, but with the task 
of putting that knowledge at work for the 
benefit of the public. 

Thus, laboratories are springing up for 
the purpose of studying and combatting dis- 
ease. The next step will be the establish- 
ment of industrial research facilities so that 
Canadian industry can compete more favor- 
ably with United States industry, whose 
comparatively greater wealth permits a 
wider activity in private research. 

In a word, Ottawa appears to be deter- 
mined that the.practical research momentum 
developed in wartime shall be maintained 
for purposes of peaceful pursuits and for the 
benefit of the Canadian people. 


This is a decision that cannot be too 
warmly commended.

Life on Sable 


Long Battle With Elements 


SABLE ISLAND, NS., Oct. 31 
—(CP)—A continuous bat- 
tle against the elements is 
the way Donald Johnson, sup 
erintendent of Sable Island, 
describes life on this bieak 
spit of land 140 miles east of 
Halifax, 


“You have to be a little bit 
of everything,” he says. “A 
carpenter one minute and a 
substitute doctor the next.” 


Twenty-two persons live on 
the 2%-mile long island that 
lies directly athwart the 60th 
meridian of longitude Fif- 
teen of them are Department 
of Transport employes who 
operate a lifeboat service, car- 
y out patrols and man light- 
houses that warn shipping to 
beware “the graveyard of the 
Atlantic.’ Hundreds of ships 
have been caught on the 
island's treaciierous shoals 


Three of the islanders are 
women, among them Johnson's 
wife and Mrs, Stewart Maxner 
who came to the island as a 
bride two years ago Mrs 
Maxner admits that with no 
bakery shop or grocery store 
around the corner she learned 
to cook in a hurry 


The transportation system 
includes one horse-drawn 
wagon, equipped with truck 
tires to keep it from sinking 


in the sand, and wild ponies— 
if they can be caught and 


broken 

The Department of Trans 
port supply ship calls here 
four times a year but RCAF
